This ſeaſ7n is naturally hot and moiſt, and js 
of the Sanguine complexion, being the molt 
temperate and healthful time of the year, and 
1s therefore accounted the fitteſt time to eaſe dil- 
eaſed Bodicsin, and to relitore healch agin in 
thoſe in whom formerly it hath beendecayed by 
any kind of evacuation.

till the 12 of September following, 

in this Quarter the Stomach cannot digeſt 
fuch hard Meats as it will in the Winter ſeaſon, 
for that natural heat is now diſtributed into 
the exterior parts, and man is not now ſo hot 
w-thin as in winter.
